It 
appears to be a flai derived material, 
suitably prepared and oiled, so that to 
all appearance it is leather. It is par- 
ticularly supple and flexible and takes 
a polish equally well with the best kinds 
of calf. 


We have recently had occasion to wear 


a boot of which the ' 'vamp" or cut front 
section consists entirely of flexns libra 
and have purposely submitted it to some- 
what undue strain, in spite of which no 
cracking of the material was perceived, 
while the sense of comfort to the foot 
was very evident. Fleius fibra, being a 
material of vegetableorigin, is calculated 
also to facilitate free ventilation and 
thereby to obviate the discomfort arising 
from what is called "drawing" the feet. 
—London Lancet.

Cnrlnn* Spr.-nUtloni In Ill-curd to 


OurNolar Luminary. 


So far as our present knowledge goes, 


it would seem that the brightness ol 
any sun-like Ixxly is to be attributed 
KOloly to the transformation in »>nic; 
fashion of mechanical power into heat. 
To take our own sun as rm example, it 
is now an assured doctrine that the 
heat so necessary for our welfare is 
sustained by the gradual contraction 
of the solar volume. The energy avail- 
able for transformation into heat in 
this process seems .snfiieient to supply 
Hie radiation of the sun, not only for 
nges such as those which we reckon in 
the human period, but even through- 
out a lapse of time so vast as that which 
geology demands for the formation o( 
the earth's crust, lint it is certain tliat 
the quantity of possible light and heat 
to be dispensed by the mm is limited in 
amount. 


The sun can not shine on forever. A 


time must assuredly come when the 
mighty orbat present so brilliant, will 
have no more potency for the radiation 
of light than is at present possesH'd by 
the earth or the moon. In like man- 
ner it can be shown that the materials 
const!tntinjr the sun have not always 
l>een luminous. 
We c;m notindccdsav 


with certainty by what influence tlu-ii 
brightness was kindled. It probably 
arose from a collision, or an approach 
to a collision, between two dark masses 
which happened to come to an encoun- 
ter with enormous velocities in then 
progress through space. It is, how- 
ever, plain that the ages during which 
the sun lias-been brilliant form only ar 
incident, so to speak, in the infinite 
history of that quantity of matter ol 
which the solar system is constituted.

perhaps, only once become so heated 
owing to circumstances which we may 
describe as accidental or casual, <is tc 
have acquired the ample light-dispcns 
ing power of n sun.

In Paris this process has 
been'going- on foi<-a hundred years, 
that'is, since the epoch of the l-'reneh 
revolution. 
The bones of those buried 


hastily after street' riots, and those of 
the dead of the disused cemeteries, 
have l>een removed from time to time 
to the catacomlw, until the number of 
skeletons more or less complete here 
assembled amounts nt present, to sii 
millions. In the cemetery of the C'apu- 
cines, at- Home, human bones are ar- 
ranged in fanciful designs whose ar- 
tistic ingenuity relieves considerably 
the painful suggestions of mortality. 
It is <t theory of certain religious or- 
ders that death should continually be 
kept in mind by actions or objects of a 
sepulchral nature. 


The comparative durability of the 


bones has caused their extensive pre- 
servation as sacred relics. The list of 
these is too long to l>e given with any 
sort of completeness, but some of them 
may )>e mentioned as specimens of the 
rest. Of bones of the arm there exist 
eight of St. Itlaise, nine of St. Vincent, 
nineteen of St. Philip, seventeen of St. 
Andrew, seventeen of St. James, in as 
many different churches. There is a 
knee lx>ne of St. Justinian. The jaw- 
Ixines of saints arc innumerable, there 
>>eing twenty of .lohn the 
Kaptist 


alone. Of saintly hands there are nine 
of St. liartholomew, not to mention 
numerous others. The skulls of these 
holy personages appear also to have 
been capable of indefinite repetition; 
of these it is only necessary to mention 
the thirty or forty preserved in differ- 
ent churches that are sttid once to have 
belonged to St. Julian. The most ex- 
tensive collection of osseous relics is 
that of the eleven thousand virgins in 
the Church of St. Ursula at Cologne, 
each .separate bone of which-m pre- 
sumed to be capable of performing a 
miracle. The mortal remains of many 
saints who died in the early history of 
the church were placed in caskets, 
which are worshipped by the faithful, 
but the condition of their contents is 
unknown, its it would l« a horrible 
sacrilege to open them. 


Of all the ancient nations, only the 


Egyptians have succeeded in preserv- 
ing the remains of their sovereigns 
for a respectable length of time.

turn to her port—he certainly did not 
underestimate her powers.

try which possesses the most numer- 
ous coaling stations and tl.e best situ- 
ated :is regards trade routes will have 
a great advantage in a future war. 
In 


this ro,-,pect the British empire is with- 
out a rival. 


While a navy depends for its power 


of operating in distant waters very 
largely on coaling stations, the exist- 
ence of the latter depends absolutely 
on the power of the fleet to protect 
them. No Ideal defense, whether in 
fortifications or men, will preserve 
them to a power which has 'lost the 
command of the sea. The history of 
Malta during the great war affords an 
admirable instance of the interdepend- 
ence- of fleets and coaling stations, 
though it- must be admitted that the 
lesson to l>e drawn is to some extent 
weakened by the need of modern shipfe 
for coal.

Wcallier Iturruil In Foretelling SuddiMk 
and I>un£t.>r<iu» Changes lit the Atntul- 
phere In Various Sections. 
The signal achievement of the gov- 


rrntnent weather bureau in predicting 
the disastrous tornadoes in Iowa 24 
hours in advance of their awful visita- 
tions brought into new prominence tho 
remarkable accuracy with which in 
these days of advanced science a weather 
forecast can be made. 


Tho prediction of tho Iowa tornado 


offers a noteworthy cxampluof the value 
of the {,'overnment bureau and illus- 
trates the Tierfection of the system it em- 
ploys, but the forecast in point of accu- 
racy is duplicated daily. It isn't every- 
day that a tornado starts on a wild stam- 
pede, bu t the weather sharps are expected 
to keep the cities and towns of the coun- 
try posted in advance in regard to the 
weather. The daily forecast has become 
an all important element in all calcula- 
tions, whether of pleasure or of business, 
and could no more be dispensed will* 
than tho telegraph or any of the od^tsr 
agencies which have 
revolnti<<fl(ta4 


affairs. 


Several years ago a couple of vjMBg 


army lieutenants who saw tornadoes in 
every cloudcap ktpt the western farui- 


dodging in and out of low ground 


cellars until thoy became round shoul- 
dered and neglected their crops, biit the 
young lieutenants' experience is now one 
of tlio amusing traditions of the office. 
It is told, too, possibly as a joke, that 
the colored janitor who had rheumatism 
and looked upon his loft leg as a reli- 
able gauge did the prophesying business 
when the lieutenants were invitei to 
some swell function. 


Things are run differently now, as the 


reliability of the predictions and the 
able administration of the bureau at- 
test. It IB doubtful, moreover, if any 
country on tho globo has a better equip- 
ped service. This is due in some meas- 
ure to the opportunities of study offered 
by the diverse climatic peculiarities of 
th9 United States. These peculiarities 
make the work of weather prophesying 
hero a most difficult task, requiring the 
employment of men of wide experience 
and learning. It is by no means an Tin- 
common circumstance for the weather 
bureau to chase half a dozen different 
varieties of storms over the country in a 
day. 
It may bo hailing in North Da- 


kota, a tornado may be making sad 
havoc in the western farming belt, a 
windstorm may be bowling along the 
Atlantic coast, imperiling shipping, and 
four or five thunderstorms may be 
creating alarm in as many different sec- 
tions. 


With all these complications, a short, 


thickset man, with gra£ eyebrows and 
gray mustache, calmly looks over the 
maps which are made on the reports of 
every one of the government observers 
throughout the country and figures out 
just tho kind of weather that may be 
expected in every state and section. 
This short, thickset man, with pr.-iy 
eyebrows grid gray mustache, is the 
official who, on examining tie maps on 
the night of July D, paused for a mo- 
ment, and then, to the surprise of his 
assistants, murmured, "This looks like 
a tornado." 


Major Dun woody was the officer who 


read the signs aright. The government 
observers at Sioux City, Des Moines, 
Keokuk and Omaha had all reported 
threatening atmospheric conditions, and 
their reports when reduced to tracings 
on tho maps showed that the center of 
the atmospheric disturbances was at 
Cheyenne, with the winds racing from 
all four points of the compass toward 
the Wyoming capital. 
Major Dun- 


woody has had an intimate acquaint- 
ance with storms for years, and this 
tornado didn't fool him by pretending to 
rendezvous at Cheyenne. The major ia 
an old army officer, who understands all 
about flank movements, and he began to 
figure out where the main attack might 
be expected. 


He was sitting on a high stool in the 


forecasting room at the weather bureau, 
calculating on the tornado's probable 
evolution. The major read the report of 
the storm sentinels at Sioux City and 
Des lloines over again and then drew a 
circle, with the center at Cheyenne and 
the circumference toward the east, 
touching Davenport. The major's ex- 
perience taught him that the most 
trouble might be expected in the south- 
east segment of the circle, and before 9 
o'clock that night all the observers who 
furnished tho alarming reports were in- 
structed bf wire to send out warnings to 
cities and towns on the respective sec- 
tions, and orders were also given to em- 
ploy every means to inform the country 
districts of the impending peril. 


Hours before the storm broke with its 


terrible fury express trains running 
through the isolated communities had 
carried tho bureau's intelligence, and 
those who lived far from the railroad 
station were warned by whistles which 
were blown according to an established 
and well understood code. 


How quickly all thii was accomplished 


illustrates the efficiency of the govern-

Lonc'l Kail way Safety Clock. 


Peter Long of Crreensburg, Pa., ia the 


patentee of one of the most useful rail- 
way appliances of the ago—a railway 
signal time clock which accurately indi- 
cates the time intervening between the 
passage of trains. It is mounted simi- 
larly to a danger signal, and the engi- 
neer can readily tell by simply glancing 
at the dials tho length of time which has 
elapsed since the preceding train passed 
that point. The clock rnns regularly 
and indicates the hoars and minutes just 
as an ordinary timepiece does, but an 
ingenious device and the time marking 
apparatus throws the minute hand back 
to 12 at the time of the passing of each 
train. Then the hand moves forward 
in the regular way until the nert train 
thunders past, when it U again thrown 
back to 12. 


Should any one train not be followed 


by another for an hour or a longer 
period, then the minute hand will stop 
at 55 minutes and remain there until a 
passing train again throws it back to 12, 
where it will again begin its 65 minute 
journey. The purpose of having the 
hand stop at 55 minutes is to show that 
at least that time has elapsed since a 
train has passed that way, which is am- 
ply sufficient to indicate "clear track."
